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ANNUAL REPORT ON SOUTH-INDIAN EPIGRAPHY 
FOR THE YEAR 1924-1925. 


PART I. 
OFFICE ROUTINE. 


During the year 1924-25 for which the subjoinel report is presented 
Mr. C. R. Krishnamacharlu, the Senior Assistant of the office, who had baen 
appointed to officiate for Mr. K. V. Subrahmanya Ayyaras Assistant Superintendent 
for Epigraphy in the office of the Government Epigraphist for India, Fernhill, 
from the 8th March 1924 reverted to hia permanent appointment on 14th June 1924. 
During his absence gradual promotions were given to the members of the staff. 


2. Mr. G. V. Srinivasa Rao, the Junior Assistant, was granted leave on average 
pay for one month and two days with effect from the 20th December 1924. The 
Kannada Assistant, Mr. N. Lakshminarayana Rao, bad similar leave for two days 
from the 15th October 1921 and for eleven days from the 13th December 1924, 
The Telugu Assistant, Mr, A. Rangaswami Sarasvati was granted leave on avérage pay 
for one month and 15 days from.the 4th November 1924, and Mr. P. Visvanatha 
Ayyar, Photographer, for three days in December 1924. 


3. Mr. G. V. Rangarajay ya, the Tour-olerk, had leave on average pay for two 
months and eight days from the 16th October 1924 and for five days from the 6th 
January 1925 and leave on half average pay for three months aud ten days from 
the Jith January 1925. The Clerk-typist, Mr. K. Somasundaram Pillai, had similar 
leave for twenty-four days from the 7th May 1924, and for one month and twenty- 
five days from the 3rd September 1921 and leave on medical certificate for three 
months in continuation. 


ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S TOUR. 


4. During this year I could not, owing to certain exigencies, tour for more 
than one month and a half. Having left Madras on the 18th November 1924 
I proceeded to the Tanjore district to examine certain villages from which reports 
had come of the existence of important inscriptions. But I had to return to Madras, 
all of a sudden, to have an interview with the Hon’ble Sir B. N. Sarma, Kt., 0.I.B., 
Member for Education, Health and Lands, Viceroy’s Executive Council, in connection 
with certain questions relating to this Department. 1 left headquarters again on 
the 14th February 1925 and returned to Madras on the lith March 1925 after 
examining certain monuments and epigraphs in Tanjore and Kumbhakonam, relating 
to the Mahratta rulers of Tanjore. Under my direction my Photographer took 
photograpús of the old oil paintings of those kings preserved in the palace at Tanjore 
and also of the marble statue of Sarfoji-Maharaja set up in one of the durbar halls 
facing the ‘Sarasvati Mahal’ Library which was founded by Sarfoji himself. 
These paintings represent the following kings :— 


Shahäjee (I) (Sahaji-Mabharaja). Bava-Sshib A.D. 1735-1736. 

Siväjee (T) (Sivaji the Great). Pratàpasimha A.D. 1741-1764. 
Sambhajee (Sambbhäji). Tulaja Maharaja A.D. 1765-1787. 
Eköji A.D. 1676-1683. Sarfojee (II) A.D. 1800-1832. 
Shahajee (II) A.D. 1684-1710. Sivàjee (11) A.D 1833-1855. 

Sarföjee (I) A.D. 1711-1728. Amarsithha Mahäräja A.D. 1788-1799. 


Thukkójeo A.D. 1729-1735, 
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These will be utilised in my forthcoming monograph on Sarfoji’s long 
inscription in Mahratü noticed on page 120 of my last Annual Report. The 
plotograpbs taken in this connection are noted as Nos. 863 to 868, 870 and 872 in 
appendix C below. 


5. While camping at Tanjore my attention was drawn to a copper image 
preserved in the Brihadi$vara temple at the place, bearing in modern Tamil the 
inscription * Ferzyaköy:l Rajardjéndra-Chéla-réja’? on the pedestal. Though the 
figure is cut with the features and dress of a king the alphabet of the inscription 
thereon does not warrant its assignment to the Chola times. This has been 
photographed (vide page 81) and also briefly noticed in Part II under the Chola 
section. A photograph of the Schwartz memorial marble tablet in the church at the 
Sivaganga tank at Tanjore has also been taken. 


6. After finishing my work at Tanjore Y sent the Photographer to Säluvanäya- 
kanpattanam to take photographs of the very interesting structure called the 
‘ Manora Buildings * which was also the work of Maharaja Sarfóji, The Collector 
of Tanjore invited my attention to the existence of this structure with inscriptions. 
I personally visited Säluvaräyakanpattanam and secured the epigraphs. In my 
last Anzual Report, page 121, paragraph 69, I have stated that two columns bearing 
the same inscriptions were erected by Sarlojı-Mahäräja, one at Sätuböväsatram and 
the other at Pattukkottai. The column referred to as existing at Setubäräsatram 
is identical with the one at Saluvanáyakappattanam which is very near the former 
village. Pattukkottai which was examined by me this year contains no column and 
Mr. Sewell’s information is therefore wrong. The question of conserving the above 
mentioned monument is now under the consideration of the Government. 


7. After visiting a few villages in the South and North Arcot districts [ returned 
to Madras on the lith March 1925. My personal collection for the year numbers 60 
epigraphs which have all been reviewed in this Report. 


Tours or THE ESTABLISRMENT. 


8. The Senior Assistant, Mr. C. R. Krishnamacharlu, did not go on any long 
tour. He accompanied me to Tanjore on the 14th February 1925 and returned to 
Madras on the 22nd oÍ the same month after examining with me some monuments and 
epigraphs of the place, The Junior Assistant, Mr. G. V. Srinivasa Rao, who left 
Madras on the 13th February 1925, was in camp till the 9th April conducting the 
villagewar survey of a portion of the Mayavaram taluk in the Tanjore district, His 
entire collectior which has been included in this report comes to 115 inseriptions. 
Mr. V. Venkatasubba Ayyar, the Tamil Assistant, also conducted a similar survey of 
another portion of the same taluk during the periou 36th January 1925 to 5th May 
1925. His collection comes to 188 inscriptions and has also been included in this 
Report. 


2. A few remarks may be made here on the condition of certain important 


temples in this taluk and what damage ignorant vandalism has done to the epigraphs 
in those temples. The Mayüranäthasvämin temple at Mayavaram is under repair. 
Inscriptions in this temple have been copied in previous years; but no trace of them is 
to be found now. The Vishnu temple with inscriptions at Manganallür was disman- 
Hed and with its stones bas been constructed a Ganééa temple. So many of the 
inscribed stones of the original temple are now lost that from the existing stray ones 
nothing connected can be made out. The Adityéévara temple with inscriptions, at 
Pei&vür is in a dilapidated condition. Some of its inseribed stones have been removed 
for building an Ayyanar temple in the village. The ancient Gomuktiévara temple, in 
the village of Tiruvaduturai has been repaired recently but all the inscribed stones 
have been misplaced. At Manpárgudi, in the Tanjore district, which was visited 
during the year, the work of devastation has gone so far that none of the inscriptions 
in the temple of the place copied already in 1897 could be found now in full. In the 
light of these facts, it appears necessary that some effective steps are taken by Govern- 
ment to ensure the safe, preservation of all the old and important epigraphs 
of the country. In many instances the Collectors of distriets are not able to Inform 


tbis office of the proposed repairs for want of timely intimation to them from their 
subordinates or the trustees of the temples, 
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10. The Telugu Assistant, Mr. A. .Rangaswami Sarasvati, left Madras on the 
11th February 1925 aud returned on the 21st March after examining eight villages 
left over last year in the Rayadrug taluk of the Bellary district and conducting the 
villagewar survey of 48 villages of the Kudligi taluk of the same district. The 
Kannada Assistant, Mr. N. Lakshminarayana Rao, who left Madras on the 12tb 
February 1925, also worked in the same taluk till 2nd April 1925 conducting the 
epigraphical survey of 71 villages of the taluk. Their entire collection which has 
been utilised for the Report comes to 56 inscriptions. At Ammankéri and Maraba 
m the Kudligi taluk have been copied three inscriptions which are in doubtful 
characters. Some of these look like Vatteluttu alphabets, but this is only a seeming 
resemblance. These are registered as Nos. 803, 324 and 325 of appendix B 


THE YEAR’s WORK. 


Publica tion. 


11. My Report for the year 1922-23 was finally issued in May 1924. The 
manuscript matter for the Report for the year 1923-24 was sent to the press on the 4th 
June 1924 and subsequently the proofs in convenient batches. The final advance 
copy ot the same was submitted to the Director General of Archeology in India 
through the Government Epigrapbist for India on the 15th December 1924 and the 
final proof copy of it was sent to the press on the 14th March 1925 for being struck 
off. A summary of the epigraphical work accomplished by this office during the 
year 1923-24 for review in the Director General’s Annual was submitted to the 
Government Epigraphist on the 19th July 1924 and a shorter summary of the salient 
features of the work turned out during the same year for review in the Presidency 
Administration Report was submitted on the 22nd October 1924. "The SYouth-/ndian 
inscriptions, Volume IV (Texts), material for which was partly prepared in this 
office and forwarded to the Government Epigragphist as stated in paragraph 15 of 
my ¿teport for the year 1922-23, was issued during the year under notice. 


12, Corrected galley proofs of the article on the Nala inscription at Podagadh in 
the Jeypore (Vizagapatam) State by Mr. C. R. Krishnamacharlu and manuscripts of 
articles on the copper-piate grant of Venkata I (No. 9 of 1921-22) by Mr. G. V. 
Srinivasa Rao, on the Kap plate of Sadasivaraya (No. 8 of 1921-22) by Mr. N. 
Lakslıminarayana Rao and on the Penukaparu grant of the Eastern Chälukya king 
Jayasimha II by Mr. C. R. Krishnamacharlu were forwarded during the year to the 
Government Epigraphist for publication in the Epigraphia Indica, Requisitions from 
private parties for copies ef transeripts have been received in their usual number, 
and complied with during the year under report. Some scholars aiso visited the office 
to make personal cousultation of transeripts or impressions of inscriptions and books 
from the Office Library. Applications for photographs had also come in during the 
year as in previous years. Among those that visited the office for personal examina- 
tion of tho albums and selection of photographs were Rev. Robert Zimmerman, s.J., 
PH. D., Professor of Sanskrit Literature, St. Xavier’s College, Bombay; Dr. A. K. 
Coomaraswami, Keeper of Indian and Muhamuadan Art, Museum of Fine Arts, 
Boston (Muss.) United States, America; Mr. G. V. Sitapati, B.A., L.T., Lecturer in 
Histor, Rajah’s College, Parlakimidi, and Dr. Phil. William Cohn, Assistant, State 
Museum, Berlin. The Director of the Indian Research and Information Bureau, 
Allahabad, was supplied with a list of photographs of historical importance. 


Collection. 


15. Owing to the unavoidable delay in the issue of the Report for the last voar 
the annual tours of the office could not be taken up before the beginning of 1925, and 
bence my assistants and myself remained in camp only for about two months in the 
year. The total collection for the year comes to 420 stone inscriptions which have 
been secured from 279 villages visited in all during the year. 
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14. Of the 19 copper-plate grants which have been reviewed in this Report the 
most important ones are the Sälankäyana records (Nos. 1 to 3 of appendix A); 
detailed remarks on their historical value will he found in Part II below. Of the rest 
those belonging to the later Eastern Chälukya king Vijayaditya, found at Ryāli in 
the Godavari district and the grants belonging to the Eastern Ganga kings Vajrahasta 
and Anantavarman Chödagangadeva have their own contributions to make to our 
knowledge of the history of these dynasties. No. 15 of appendix A which belongs 
to Harihara II of the first Vijayanagara dynasty is of value as it shows that the 
king was a devotee of the Saiva teacher Kriyäsakti who was however catholic enough 
to advise his royal disciple to endow the Vishnu temple of Vira-Näräyana along with 
the Saiva temple of Tryambakésvara at Gadag. 


15. Seventy-nine photographs were taken during the year and one drawing has 
been made of the plan of the * Manora Buildings? referred to in paragraph 6 above, 
from the original which was borrowed from the Receiver of the Tanjore Palace Estate, 
Tanjore. 


Conservation. 


16. An old stone slab with inseription of date Saka 820 (No. 452 ot 1924) 
found built into the pavement in the gópura of the temple at Tiruchehànür in the 
Chittoor district has been removed by the Mahant of Tirupati at my suggestion, from 
its original place where it was subject to constant treading over by the pilgrims. 
His Holiness has also kindly promised to secure in proper places such other inscribed 
stones as are found in unsafe places or positions, thus setting up a good example 
worthy of being followed by the managers of other ancient temples. 


Two sets of copper-plates belonging to the early dynasty of Sälankäyanas (Nos, 
1 and 2 of appendix A) referred to above, and a set of plates belonging to the Eastern 
Chälukya king. Jayasimha II (No. 4 of 1923-24) were purchased at my instance by 
the Government Museum, Madras, during the year.

SALANKAYANA, 


The most important and interesting documents in the years collection are the 
three Sälankäyana copper-plate grantes registered as Nos. 1, 2 and 3 of Appendix A, 
Of these, the first two were received from Mr, Challa Jagannatha Rao, Assistant Editor, 
Andhra-Patrika, Madras. ` These are stated to have been found buried underground in 
the village called Kantëru in the Guntur taluk, Guntur district. No. 1 consista of four 
thin plates strung together on a copper ring about two inches in diameter. They 
measure 53 inches in length and 13 inches in breadth. ‘lo the ring is attached a 
circular seal of about 2 inches in diameter, the face of which is slightly depressed in | 
the middle. The figure of a couchant bull facing the proper right is cut in relief in 
the centre of the seal. In the right portion of the seal, and along its fringe are dis- - 
cernable some worn-out letters in relief. The clearest of these is the letter ndha 
which is evidently meant for nda ofthe word Vijaya-Skandavarman, the name of the 
king and the donor given in the record. The purport of the inscription is the tax- 
free grant of the hamlet or small village 
(pollita) of Chintapura to a brahman 
called Sivarya of the Maudgalya-gótra who was a resident of the village of Lékumari, 
by the Salankayana Maharaja Sri Vijaya-Skandavarman. The grant, like all other 
known Sälankäyana grants, was issued from the prosperous (city) Véngi (Pijaya- 
Véñgi). The order of the king was addressed to the several Niyögas, Niyuktas and 
Ayuktakas and the Vishayapati, 


No. 21s also a set of four thin copper-plates measuring about 54 iuches in 
length and 14 inches in breadth. They are strung together ou a copper ring of about 
23 inches in diameter to which is fixed a circular seal of 1% inches in diameter. 
On the slightly hollow surface of the seal, in the centre, can be faintly seen the back 
portion of a seated bull cut in relief facing the proper right. No letters are traceable 
on the seal. The purport of the record is the tax-free gift of 12 rivarfanas of land in 
the village of Kuräväta in the Kudräbära-vishaya, toa brahman called Svamichandra 
of the Maudgalya-gótra, by the Saiaa- 
kayana king Maharaja Sri-Nandivarman. 
Like the foregoing grant, this was also issued from the prosperous city Véngi ( Pijaya- 
Véngipurüt) In No. 2 the portion conveying the royal instructions to the local 
officers and the earlier part of the date is missing. It appears almost certain that ons 
(i.e. the fourth) plate containing this portion in four lines was omitted to be strung 
into the ring even at the first instance, for Mr. K. V. Lakshmana Rao says that neither 
of the rings was cut when if reached him. 

The above noticed two grants were published by the late Mr. K. Y. Lakshmana 
Rao, ».a., in the Vizianagaram Maharaja’s College Magazine for October 1922, 
where he has dealt with them with admirable thoroughness. But a few points of 
reading and identification of places may be noted here. The name of the gift village

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like the seals of Nos. 1 and 2above. The plates are reported to have been discovered 
underground in the village of Peda-Végi near Ellore in the Kistna district. They 
were first secured by Mr. Vemuri Visvanatüa Sarma, M.A., 1.T., of the Government 
Arts College, Rajahmundry, and forwarded by him to Mr. M. Somasekhara Sarma of 
the Telugu Encyclopedia Office, Madras. The latter has published an article upon 
these plates in the Telugu monthly Blárati tor Raktäkshi, Srávana, wherein he has 
discussed at some length the genealogy of the Sülankäyanas to which we shall refer 
in the sequel. The purport of the record is the gifi of certain lands in tbe villages 
of Prälüra, Mundüra, Cheficheruva and Kamburáñcheruva, for the benefit of the god, 
the lord of the three worlds, Vishnugrihasvamin, to be cutivatod by the shepherds 
(vrajapälakas) of Arutore, by the king in the lOth year of his reign. Of these 
villages, Mundüra is evidently identical with the village of Mundüru lu the Elore 
taluk of the Kistna district, Kamburäficheruva must be identical with the village 
Places identified Kommera (North and South) of the same 
taluk. The village Cheficheruva is very 
probably identical with tbe modern village Chinehináda of the Narasupuram taluk of 
the same district, Arutore has probably to be identified with Allidoddi in the 
Gudivada taluk of the same district. 


The importance of this inscription lies chiefly in the clear light it throws on 
the otherwise indefinite genealogy of the Sälankäyanas. It gives confirmation to the 
suggestion made by the late Mr. K. V. Lakshmana Rao that Hastivarman, the king 
of Véngi whom Samudragupta defeated must have been a Sälankäyana, for in this 
record we have the following genealogy :—

In fact, this is the only record, hitherto discovered giving a pedigree of the family 
for more than two generations, We may now turn to consider the genealogy and the 
probable period of this dynasty, so far as these are available from known recorde. 
Mr. Lakshmana Rao has made Hästivarman the founder of the family and accorded 
tentative places and dates for the several known kings of the dynasty in the following

ER genealogy. the eldest aon of (andar araka of No. 8 
of Appendix A is identical with the king Vijaya-Nandivarman, son of Chandavar- 
man of the Kolléra plates (Indian Antiquary, Volume V, page 175 £.), which belong 
to the 7th year of his reign and which has also the same Gñapk as our record, viz. 
Mülakura-Bhójaka, The epithet Vijaya assumed by the king in the earlier grant is 
absent in the present record which is of tho 10th regnal year. But in the absence of 
definite genealogical data and of the mention cf Ajfapli in No. 2 of Appendix A, we 
cannot be sure that the Nandivarman of this latter grant (No. 2) ia identical with 
the king of the name noticed ubove. It is possible that this king is the son of 
Hastivarman. Again the assignment of the kings Vijaya-Devavarman, Vijaya- 
Nandivarman and Yuvarája Buddhavarman of the Präkrit grants to a period 
subsequent to Samudragupta whose inscription is in classical Sanskrit is not tenable. 
It is, on the other band, highly possible that these three Salankayana kings were 
the predecessors of Hastivarman whom we may safely consider as the contemporary 
of Samudragupta. It may be taken into consideration here that Drs, Burnell and 
Fleet (indian Antiguary, Volume V, page 176) have referred Vijaya-Nandivarman 
son of Chandavarman to about the 4th century A.D. and Hastivarman who was his 
ancestor by three generations could very possibly have been & contemporary of 
Samudragu pta.

3. Only a few records of this dynasty were copied this year during the survey ef 
the Kudligi taluk in the Bellary district which formed part of the Nolambavadi 
32,000 country. No. 315 of 1925 while 
tracing the descent of Tribuvanamalla 
Vikramaditya Vi, mentions Ayyana as Ayyanayya-kshitiévara. The expression 
kshilisvara indicates that he must have ruled, though perhaps fora short time. 
Dr. Venkatasubbiah has noticed the fact tuat his name appears in the list of the 
Chälukyan kings given by eight inscriptions (Indian Antiguary, Vol. LXVII, 
page 287 f). No epigraphe, however, that are referable to his reign have vet been 
found. But this fact may have to be accounted for by supposing, as Dr. Venkata- 
subbiah does, ) that bis rule might have been a short and uneventful one, instead of 
regarding him as not to have reigned at all (Dr. Fleet in his Kanarese dynasties, 
page 435). 

ing that is represented in this year’s collection is Trailökyamalla 
e XH ee Someévara I (No. 321 of 1925). The 
Trailökyamalla Somésvara 1. inscription records a gift of land to the god 
Svayanıbbu-Kalidevasrämın of Arahain, by the Mahäsandhivigraki Dandanäyaka 
Dövapayya a subordinate of Vishnuvardhana- Maharaja Vijayadityadéva, mace in 
the Saka year 98[8]. This Vishnuvardhana who is said to have been ruling over the 
Nolambavadi 32,000 country bears the significant title Vengimandalösvara. Dr. 
Fleet has noticed two other inscriptions of this chief which call him the son (tanaya, 
nandana) ol Trailókyamalla, while in oar record he is only called tthe worshipper 
at the lotus feet’ (tatpadapadmaradhaka) of Trailökyamalla. Dr. Fleet was not 
inclined at first (Indian Antiguary XX, page 277 ff.) to take the expression * son 
literally, es the titles he bore, viz, Sarvalökäsraya and Vöngimandalösvara indicated 
Eastern "Chalukya descent. But later on he changed his opinion and regarded 
Vishnuvardhana as the fourth son of Somééyara I, and tried to explain away the 
titles. He believes that thesa titles indicate rather the territorial division over 
which the prince ruled than the family from which he came (Kanarese Dynasties, 
E res 454 and 440). Butitisto be noted that Vishnuvardhana was the governor 
of yo Nolambavádi province and not of the Veügt country which at this time was 
der the nominal supremacy of the Cholas. As for the title Véhgimandalésvava, 
Dr Fleet thinks that it only showed that he was born of an Eastern Chälukya 
rincess. Such a connection is impossible according to the Hindu laws of marriage 
p? eed "the Western and the Eastern Chälukyas belonged to one and the same 
family and gótra. New, regarding the application of the expression ‘son’ it

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should be noted that instances are not wanting where subordinates and kinsmen of 
kings called themselves their sons (cf. Epigraphia Indica, Volume XV, page 28 and 
Epigraphia Carnatica, Volume X Kolar 102. Further, Bilhana in his * Vikramänka- 
charita * has mentioned only three sons of Sömö$vara and not this Vishnuvardhana, 
the supposed fourth son. Dr. Fleet thinks that this is due to Vishnuvardhana 
not being conspicuous. But this is not sufficient reason to exclude him from the list 
of Somésvara’s sons, though perhaps it would justify omitting him from the succession 
list. These facts thus pomt to the conclusion that Vishnuvardhana was not a son 
of the Western Chalukya monarch Trailokyamalla but only an Eastern Chälukya 
prince who was a viceroy under the Western Chälukya king. 


Of Tribhuvanamalla Vikramaditya VI, tne son of Sómésvara, we have three 
records. Two of them (Nos. 273 and 318 of 1925) mention a famous feudatory 
Vikramadiiva VI of his named Tribhuvanamalla-Pändya, 
an governor of Nonambavädi, who ia des- 
oribed in some inscriptions as the “rod in Tribhuvanamalla's right hand ? (Epirgapkia 
Caraatica, Volume XII, Dg. 90 and 139). Another subordinate of his, whose name 
appears for the first time is NachidSvarasa of the Kädamba-kula who bears the titles 
Baraväasipuravarädhisvara and Mayúra- 
varmavamsa-vibhishane. He is stated in 
No. 315 of 1925 to bave made a grant of land to the god Agastyösvara of Yeleha 
while he was governing the districts Kogali 500, and Kottüru 12 with Kottaru 
as his eapital. Another inscription (No. 307 of 1925) which does not refer itself to 
any particular reign but which may be ascribed to this period gives us the name of 
another feudatory of the Kadamba-kula named Jagaddala-Pändya who is stated to 
have made a grant of 400 kambha of land at Kogali to the god Kalidéva.

4. Copper-plate No. 4 of Appendix A is a record of the Eastern Chalukya king 
Vishnuvardhana IIT, kindly lent by Mr, M. S. Sarma of the Telugu Encyclopedia 
Vichpuvardhana III. office, Madras, for review in this report. 
I P . . Mr. Sarma has edited the record in the 
. Telugu Journal, Bhárati for Raktäkshi, Margasirsba, The plates are three in num- 
ber and are strung tc gether on a copper ring of about 2 inches in diameter, which 
was already cut when the plates-reached the office. No seal accompanied the ring. 
The plates measure about 7 inches in length and 22 inches in breadth. These are 
reported to have been discovered when digging the earth in the village of Ganapa- 
varam in the Bhimavaram taluk of the Kistna district, They were first secured 
and brought to the notice of thé scholarly world by Mr. K. Nageswara Rao 
Partulu, Editor of the Andhra-Patrika, Madras, when he was touring in the district. 
The king is called Samastabhuvandsraya Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja and is described 
as the son of Samastabhuvanasraya Vijayaditya Mangi-Yuvaraja and the grandson 
of Vishnuvardhana-Mahárája. This short pedigree directly leads us to identify him 
with Vishnuvardhana III. But it has to be observed at the outset, that the titles 
of the kings given in this record vary from those given in another copper-plate 
record of this king (No. 9 of 1918-14), wherein the king is called Sarvalökasraya. 
Vishnuvardhana-Mahäräja and his father is called Vijayasiddhi Mangi-Yuvaraja. In 
his own records Mangi- Yuvaraja is called Sarvalökäsraya-Mahäräja (Indian Anti. 
guary, Volume XX, page 145) and Sarvalökäsraya-Mahäräja Vijayasiddhi. The 
epithet Samaslabhuvanüsraya and the surname Vijayaditya are applied to him for 
the first time in the present record. The surname is compatible with his well- 
known title and surname Prjayasiddki. We are thus introduced herein to an earlier 
Vijayaditya than the hitherto known Vijayaditya I of the Eastern Chálukyas. It 
seems also to suggest that the titles Sarvalökäsraya and miii Were: 
applied to the same king indiscriminately. The ájnapti of the grant is Nissaraminyi 
who is undoubtedly identical with Nissaramije the 4jZapii of the N ütulaparru Er 
of his father Mangi-Yuvaräja (Indian Antiguary, Volume XX, page 106) EM 
mention of this name in both these records leads to the inference that the orosaut 
grant was issued very early in the reign of Vishnuvardhana III, and probably ver 
soon affer he succeeded his father. And taking into consideration the AMAA 
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of the solar eclipse which was the occasion for the grant, we may assiga the dates, 
14th May 709 A.D. or 26th October 710 A.D. on which days there was a solar 
eclipse, as the earliest possible dates of tbe grant, since the king ascended the throne, 
according to Dr. Fleet, in A.D. 709. 


_ In the light of this record which mentions Mangi-Yuvaräja with bis surname 
Vijayáditya and on account of the similarity in the wording of the king’s pedigree in 
the two cases it appears possible, as Mr. Sarma suggests, that the grant No. 6 of 
1913-14, tentatively ascribed to Vishnuvardhana V ( 2), may have to be ascribed to 
Vishnuvardhana 111. But it has to be observed at the same time that while the 
legend on the seal of Vishnuvardhana III (No. 9 of 1913-14) is * Tribhuvanänkusa’ 
the legend on that of No. 6 of 1913-14 is * Vishamasiddii’ (See Annual Report 
on Epigraphy for 1914, page 85, paragraphs 8 and 9), We have to await future 
discoveries to explain this difference. 


5. Copper-plate records Nos. 8 and 9 of Appendix A belong to the later Eastern 

Chalukyaking Vijayáditya VII, of Dr. 

The Ryali plates of Vijayäditya VII. Fleet’s table (Indian Antiguary, Vol XX, 

p. 283). These two sets are said to have 

been discovered underground iu the village of Ryali in the Godavari district and were 

forwarded by the Collector of Godavari to the Government Epigraphist for India 
who sent them to me for examination. 


No. 8 is a set of 5 plates strung together on a copper ring about 3 inches in 
diameter. The plates measure about 9$ inches in length and 52 inches in breadth. 
The ring has a circular seal of about 3 inches in diameter, on the counter-sunk 
surface of which are cut in relief the Chälukyan royal emblems and the legend ‘ $7- | 
Tribhuvanänkusa’ in later Chálukyan characters. 


No. 9 is also a set of 5 plates strung on a copper ring of 5 inches in diameter. The 

. plates measure 103 inches in length and 

* $r3-Tribhuvanänkusa’ the legend on their E" inches in breadth. The ring has a 
seals. diameter of 5 inches. To this is attached 

a circular seal of 22 inches in diameter, on the counter-sunk surface of which are 
engraved in relief the legend * Sri-Tribhuvarankusa’ with the Chalukyan emblems. 


In No. 8 the king is called Sarvalökasraya Sri Vishnuvardhana-Mahäräja. . ,

6. Three copper-plate grants of this dynasty (Nos. 5,6 and? of Appendix A) 
have been examined during the year, Of these No. 5 was lent to the office by Mr. 
M. Somasekhara Sarma of the Telugu Encyclrepadia office while the other two 
are from the Collector of Ganjam. Mr. Sarma has published No. 5 in the Telugu 
journal Bara (Volume II, pages 138 to 155) and Mr. G. V. Sitapati, B.A., has 
published No. 6 in the same journal (Volume II, pages 74 to 39). No. 5 is the earliest 
of these grants and belongs to king Anantararman Vajrahasta. E glves the follow- 

I ing genealogy of the Eastern Gangas u 
a id to Maháraja. Anantavarman Vaj ae 
who was crowned in Saka 960. Itisthe same as the one given on page 186 of 
Epigraphia Indica, Volume TV, and is reproduced here for reference.

- The grant itself is dated in Saka 982, and records the gift of the village Kuddama 
situated in the Köluvarttani-vishaya (district) to Mailapa-Sréshtha, son of 88mana- 
Sréshtha and grandson of Madhava belonging to the Vaisya caste and the Datta- 
gōira. The donee reserved a portion of the village for himself and granted the rest 
to the Brahman Mápa-Nayaka of the Üpamanyu-goíra, a resident of the village Jala- 
mfiru and to +00 other Brahmans and fixed the rate of taxes to be paid annually to the 
king from the village. The granting of villages as agrahäras to people of com- 
munities other than Brahman is peculiar. But in the copper-plate charters of the 
Fastern Ganga dynasty cases in which villages were granted as agrakäras to Vai$yas 
have been noticed already (Copper-plate No. 5 of 1918-19). 


7. Copper-plates Nos. ó and 7 are said to have been discovered together under- 
ground in the village of Korni in the Ganjam district. Both these plates refer to 
the grant of the same village Khonna in the Varàhavarttani-vishaya by the Maha- 

i rajadhiraja Anantavarman Chódaganga- 
dēva, the lord of the Trikalinga. Of these 
the grant mentioned in No. 6 is the earlier and is referred to in the re-grant of the 
same recorded in No. 7. It was made in the Saka year 1003, and was in favour of 
three hundred Brahmans of various gótras. The grant was composed at the instance 
of the king b; the Afahükügastha (Chief Secretary) and Sandhiviyrahi (Minister for 
peace and war) Däraödara, son of Mävuraya and engraved on the plates by Vallamója 
the chief smith (Mahäkshasäli) and was issued from the capital city Kalinganagara.

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The plates on which the graut is engraved seem to have borne on them. an earlier 
insoription which was erased when the present one was inscribed. The original 
inscription is still visible in several places on all the plates. But particularly from

AM very clearly, it appears that the original 
inscription also was one of Vajrahasta and the verse giving the date of his 


coronation as Saka 960 ean be very distinctly read. Itis not known what the full 
inscription contained and what necessitated thewiping out of the earlier grant 
and inscribing a fresh one on the same plates. The palímpsest(No. 6) repeats the 
genealogy given in No. 5 up to Vajrahasta (who was crowned in Saka 960) and then 
states tnat he was succeeded by Räjaräja who married Päjasundari, the daughter of 
the great Chola emperor Räjöndra-Chöla I. His son was Choda-Ganga, the donor of 
the present grant who, the inscription states, was crowned in Saka 999. As usual 


with the other plates of the dynasty, it gives the lengths of the reigns of all the kings 
from Gunamaharnava. 


8. The other grant from Korniisimportant. Like the Vizagapatam plates first 
noticed by Mr. Sewell (in his Lists of Antiquities, Vol. II, pp. 33 and 34), and published 
by-Dr. Fleet (Indian Antiguary, Vol. XVIII, p. 165), it gives the full mythical 
genealogy of the family from Vishnu down to Virasimba. Then follows the historical 
portion of it which agrees with the genealogy of the dynasty as given on plate facing 
‚page 186 in Epigraphia Indica, Volume IV. The name of the chief defeated by king 
Kämärnava before capturing the Kulingas, which has been read in the Vizagapatam 
plates as Baladitya appears in the present grant as Sabaräditya. Jantávura of the 
Vizagapatam plates appears in this grant as Danläpura from which place several 
later grants of this dynasty were issued (e.g., Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, p. 148). This seems 
to have been the first capital of the Gangas aftert heir conquest of the Kalinga country. 
Jantävura appears to have been another form of the word Danlävura and seems to 
have given the name Jantáru-nádu to the surrounding district. (See Nos. 246, 251 
and 283 of 1899, and 306 of 1995.) The tract is even now popularly called by this 
name. 


The name of the district given to his youngest brother Vajrahasta by Kámárnava, 
which is damaged in the present grant, could be restored with the help of the 
Vizagapatam plates as Kantakavartani. Kämärnava II, the son of Dänärnava who 
ruled for 50 years, is said to have constructed a new city called Nagara aud made it 
his capital, building therein the temple of Madhukēśvara. This new city has been 
identified with the present town of Mukhalingam, from the existence of the temple 
of Madhukešvara in it and from the place 
being called Nagara, in later inseriptions 
of the vicinity (Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, p. 188), but whether this Nagara, the modern 
Mükhalingam, isthe same as Kalinganagara of the earlier copper-plate grants is 
doubtful. 

The name of the son of Kámárnava II, who succeeded him on the throne and 
ruled for five years, is lost in the present plates, but can be restored by reference to 
the Vizagapatam plates as Ranárnava. The name of the son of Gunärnava, and 
grandson of Kämärnava III, who is given areign of fifteen years is a little indistinot 
in the present grant but could be read as t Polämkusa’, _ In the Vizagapatam grant, 
however, it is Jilankusa. Vajrahasta V, son of Madhukämärnava VI, and father of 
Räjaräja is given a reign of thirty years in the Vizagapntam plates while the present 
grant states that he reigned for thirty-three years.

Räjaräja, his son, is said to have reigned eight years and defeated the Dramilas 
(Tamils, Chólas) in war and wedded Rájasundari, the daughter of theirking, evidentl y 
the great Chóla king Räjendra-Chöladeva as stated in N o.

From a verse m the presen 
copiar plates dem abe appears in the Vizagapatam grant, it appears tbat Vijay aye 
sustained a serious defeat at the hands of the Chöla emperor, probably REN 
Chöla, hisown nephew (brother’s son). Copper-plates of the Eastern ra ya 
dynasty (C.P. No. 8 of 1918-14 and C.P. Nos. 8and 9 of 1925) state that que 
ditya was succeeded by his son Saktivarman on the Eastern Chälukyan throne ta hi8 
own life-time and that later on, after the death of this Saktivarman, Vijayaditya came 
to the throne once again. 


It is curious to note from the present grant that the donor Chodagaüga also 
claims to have established the king of Vangi in the west, when the latter lost his 
position. This seems to suggest the support extended by Chödaganga to Vijayä- 
ditya who was established by his father Räjaräja in the west. In the eastern region 
he-is said to have settled the Utkala king in his kingdom. It is not known who the 
king of Utkala was, who was the other ally of Chödaganga. 


The inscription then recounts that in Saka 1003, the village Khonna had 
been granted to 390 Brahmans by the king’s grandfather Vajrahasta, Later on a 
portion of the village Mundaparu, hamlet of Gara was resumed and in its place some 
, land consisting of 88 shares in the village Tülupu was granted to the same Brahmans 
of Khonna in Saka 1084, on the day of Uttai&yana-sankvünti. The boundaries of 
the land granted are then given. The inscription is said to have been composed by 
the Säsanädkikärı Jatavedi-Bhatta and was inscribed on the plates by Baddenächärya, - 
gon of Vallenächärya, who is called Vallamója in the earlier grant,

9. The bulk of the Chöla records copied during the year come from the Maya- 
varam taluk, Tanjore district, which was taken up for the villagewarsurvey. This 
taluk, in early, times comprised, as far as could be gleaned from the inscriptions of the 
‘taluk, of portions of two main territorial divisions, the Räjädhiräja-valanädu and the 

i REN " Uyyakkendär-valanädu. In the early 
Ancient territorial divisions of the Mavavaram Chöla period the first division was, 
taluk. however, known as Rájéndrasimba-vala- 
nádu of which the two subdivisions (i.e) Nähgür-nädu and Tiruviudalür-nàdu 
(South-Indian Inscriptions, Vol. II, Part V, pages 23 and 24) are mentioned in the year’s 
epigraphs as situated in Räjädhiräja-valanädu. Räjöndrasimba-valanädu itself 
oceurs in the present collection with its sub-divisions Manni-nädu and Innambar- 
nadu but does not seem to have formed part of the present taluk. Uyyakkondar- 
valanädu comprised the following vádus, viz., Kurumbür-nädu, Ambar-nàdu, Akkür- 
nädu, Tiraimür-nädu, Tiruvalundür-nädu, Vennädu, Perävür-nädu and Vilai-n&du. 
In the time of Kulöttunga I and his successors the name of the main division seems 
to have changed variously into Räjanäräyana-valanädu, Rájasundara-valanadú and 
Jayangondasöla-valavädu which last name continued in use even to a later period. 


LO. A fairly large number of inseriptions of Räjakesarivarman and Parakésari- 
varman without any distinguishing epithets are included in the collection, and of these 
Nos. 361 and 362 of 1925 may be ascribed to the period immediately follo wing the rule 

: of Paräntaka (T) since it mentions Nulambar 
i l Virašolar. Nulamba and Vira-Chola appear 
to be identical with the two feudatory chiefs of Parantaka I, Nulamba Tribhuvandhira 
or bie son Nnlamba aud the Ganga king Prithivipati II ( Epigraphia Indica, Vol, IV 
pages 82 and 223). Viranäräyanachcheri and Viranáráyana-chaturvódimangalam 
that are mentioned in a record of Parakösarivarman (No. 92 of (1925) seem to have 
been named after Paräntaka I who.is known to" have had the title Vrranäräyana 
Another inscription (No, 135 of 1925) of Parakésavivarman mentions a communit 
called “ Aditta) anmaterinda-kaikkölar ” ovidentl y after Aditya I, the father of Parän 
taka I. No.189 of 1925 dated in the 3rd year of Parakésarivarman, is to bo atti 
tuted to Paräntaka I because of the men- 
tion of Tirukkazralip-Pichchar who also

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number of endowments made by him to the temple at Tiruväduturai, which we learn 
was also built by him (No. 126 of 1925). King Paräntaka himself contributed 500 
kalanju of gold towards the construction of this structure above the kudappadai 
(No. 148 of 1925). On the south wall of the central shrine of the temple is cut in 
relief a figure about a foot in height of this chief wita his name engraved beside it. 


The precaution taken by the assembly in receiving gold coins of the proper 
weight and fineness in its transactions is evidenced by a record of Parántaka I (No. 50 
of 1925) which mentions Urkkal-Semmaippon also called Tippókkuch-ehempon in 
almost similar terms as given in page 221 of Scuth-Indian Inscriptions, Volume ITI, 
Part III. Instead of kalarijir-pertlu which has been taken to mean ‘cut off from 
kalanju,' we have here “ palankäsinödun oppadu ”, i.e., corresponding or agreeing 
with the old coin (that had been tested by fire) which seems to convey a better 
sense. The current coins seem to have varied in weight and fineness, which 
necessitated the detailed definition in inseriptions of the coins that the assembly 
would accept. Compare for instance, Tlakkarunkäsu that was equivalent te 1/5 
käsu-por current in'the time of Uttama-Chöla (No. 47 of 1925) and the Age corre- 
sponding to the £a/anju (kalanjirperiiu) the equivalent of 33 niañjadi (No. 105 of 1925) 
current in the time of Räjäräja I. 


11. The two inscriptions of Parakésarivarman with the epithet ‘ who took the head 

Aditya TI of the Pandya’ (No. 192 of 1925) or * who 

; : took the head of Vira-Paudya”? (.xo. 200 

of 1925), dated in the 4th aud the 3rd years respectively, are to be assigned to 
Aditya II (paragraph 19, Annual Kepert for 1912). 


Two queens of Uttama-Chóla are brought to light tins year, the chief queen 
(agra-mahtadéveyar) being Orattanan Sörabbaiyär (No. 165 of 1926) and the other 
Árüran Ponnambalattadigalär (No. 47 of 1925). We already know of a certain 
Kilänadigal as his queen (Annual Report id 1909, Part IT, paragraph 41) and one 

a "iranäraniyär who is also referred to as 
ol a queen (nembir8thyar) ot Uttama-Chila 
(South-Indian Inseriptions, Volume III, Part III, page 283). But here we have to 
take the expression xambirathyar to mean “mother”, as Viranäraniyär was the wife of 
Gandaraditya (No. 108 of 1906). Iilánaligal is possibly an honorific term to 
denote any queen and not a proper name (cf. Annual Report for 1923, Part 2, 
paragraph 25). The first part of the name Neriyudaichehólaperára in No. 165 of 
1925 might have been a surname of Uttama-Chola or more probably his father 
Gandaräditya who was well known for bis piety. Pirantakan Mádóvadigal alas 
Sembiyan Mahädeyiyär appears in No. 204 of 1925 as making a present of a silver 
Sambaram to the god at Talachchengádu. We learn from No. 352 of 1925 that in 
the time of Uttama-Chöla, Pañgala-nádu in Paiakunrakkottam was in the charge of 
Kampanan-Iräman alias Uttamasöla-Pirudigangaraiyan. Since the Ganga kiug 
Prithivipati 11 is known to have received the Báva conntry from Parántaka ] 
(South-Indian Inscriptions, Vol. Il, No. 76) and since Pañgala-nádu lay in the 
Bana country, it is probable that the Pirudigangaraıyan mentioned here was a 
successor of Prithivipati 11 if not his son. We lesrn from the record that Uttama- 
Chola was present in tue temple at Conjeeveram when this feudatory made a tax-free 
gift of a dévaddna land to the Mahadéva at Tiruppalangolür. 


12. In the Brinadiévara temple at T E a e imago which is nearly 24 
A royal statne in the Tanjore Temple. aada EN d s ron icu 
sájendra-Solarája of the big temple? engraved in the modern Tamil alphabet on the 
pedestal. The king is represented as standing with both his palms joined together in 
a worshipping pose. Asa work of art, it is only a second rate specimen, not to be 
compared favourably with the image of Krishnaräya at Tirumalai (Tirupati, North 
Arcot district). It is said that this statue receives all the honours in the temple and 
when the god is taken out in procession, the royal image escorts the deity. The 
name as given on the label evidentally refers to the Chöla king Käjaräja I, for it was 
he who was intimately connected with the construction and the upkeep of this temple. 
It should be a later work done to perpetuat» the memory of the founder of the great 
temple. The tradition locally current about this image also corroborates this view. 
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13. Of the inscriptions of Räjaräja I, the one from Tiruvadutuyai (No. 120 of 
Rajaraje I. 1925) referring to theatre and dances as an 
adjunct to the temple is of some interest. 
This inscription dated in the 9th year of the king records a gift of land to Kumaran 
Sikandan, a professional actor (Säkkaiyär), by the assembly of Sattanür, for staging 
the seven acts (ankas) of the Aryakküttu (themes from Sanskrit Puránas) on the 
festival dav in the month of Purattäßi. 
Encouragement to theatre and dances. Provision is also made in ¡the inscription 
for the supply, in connection with the 
staging of this Aúttu. of rice flour, betel leaves and arecanuts, ghee for mixing colly- 
rium and turmeric. A later inscription of the time of Hàjakésarivarman Kulottunga- 
Chöladöva (No. 152 of 1925) makes provision for the maintenance of a theatre called 
` * Nanávida-natasalas ”. From the name it looks as if the theatre was intended for 
different kinds of amusements. Instances of encouragement, both private and royal, 
to this kiud of pastime are not wanting in the records copied in previous years. 
No. 65 of 1914 registers a gift of land for the performance of the dance called 
Sakkai-kúttu and No. 253 of 1914 provides for the dance Sándikkuttu. Rajaraja I 
brought and settled at Tanjore as many as 400 daucing girls from several temples of 
South India (Souih-Indian Inscriptions, Vol. 11, page 259). His son Räjendra-Chöls 
made “endowments for enacting a drama called Adjargjesvara-nätaka by an expert 
in Sandikkúttu named Tiruvälan Tirumudukunran alias Vijayarajendra- Achäryan 
(South-Indian Inseriptions, Vol. II, pages 306-307). Rajadhiraja I made a similar 
endówment in favour of a certain actor and his troupe for their services in the temple 
of Mahäling&$vara at Tiruvidaimarudür (No. 264 of 1907). An inscription of Kalot- 
tunga TIT (No. 306 of 1907) records the appointment of an additional dancing master 
in the temple who had to dance with gestures. Räjaräja III attended the performance 
of agamärgam by Uraväkkinän Talaikköli at Tiruvorziyür (No. 211 of 1912). 


The management of the temple at Tiruváduturai, now under the control of the 
Pondära-sannidki of the place seems to 
Lave been vested in the time of Raja- 
raja I in the hands of a certain Sadäsiva-Bhatärar of the Matha at Tiruvaiyaru 
(Nos. 101 and 121 of 1925). In both of these records the assemblies of the 
villages give an agreement to this person to pay the taxes on some lands belonging to 
the temple for the amount they had received from it towards the remission of taxes. 

14. Alvar Paräntakan Kundavai-Pirättiyär, the paternal aunt of Rajéndra-Chola- 
déva, is known for her piety and for her interest in the establishment of hospitals for 
the sick. (Annual Report for 1924, paragraph 14.) , A record of Rajendra-Clróla I from 

Räiöndra-Chöla I the current collection dated in his 4th - 

S m year (No. 112 of 1925), mentions this 

princess as making an endowment for a free dispensary in Palaiyavänavanmädevi- 

chaturvédimangalam in favour oí Araiyan Savaruan Chandrasekharan alas Uttama- 

Chöla-Achalan and his descendents. The donee evidently belongs to the same family 

as Savarnan Arayan Madhuriutakan, the recipient of a similar endowment made by 

Kuhdävaiyär in No. 248 of 1923. From an inscription of Tiruvaduturai (No. 104 of 

1925)we leern that Iràman Abhimänatongıyär, was the mother of Trailokya-Madéviyar 

who was again the mother (nambir@ttiyar) of Rajendra-Chóladéva and a queen of 
Rajaraja 1 (South- Indian Inscriptions, Volume Il, Part 5, Introduction, page 7). 

15. Rajakésarivarman Vijaya-Räjendradera who has been identified with 
Rajádhirájadéva I (Annual Report for 1910, Part Il, paragraph 21 jis represented 
by two inscriptions this year (Nos, 43 and 244 of 1925). In No. 48 the king is 
stated to have ‘ taken the head of Vira-Pandya, the Sala: of the Seralan (Chéra king), 
Iangai (Ceylon) and Rattapadi 73 lakhs 
and performed tbe anointment of victors 
at Kalyänapura ". The other inscription (No. 244 of 1925) begins with a new intro- 
duction commencing with the words * &@é@sr9 Gus" ete., and definitely states 
that the king had the anointment of heroes under the (appropriate) name Vijaya- 
Rajéndradéva. Special stress is laid in the epigraph on the king's conquest over 
Ahavamalla. These two inscriptions make provision respectively for the maintenance 
of a flower-garden aud of a feeding house both called atter Rajadbiraja, the latter 
being endowed by an officer called Piehehan Adittan alias Vijayaräjendra-Müvenda- 
v&làn of Kömakkudı.

Mr. T. A. Gopinatha Rao in his ‘Sölavamsu Charitram’ (pages 22 and 23) a 
t änaimöl-tunjiyarulina ’ Vijaya-Rajéndradéva to refer to Rajéndradéva himself, That 
this is not correct is clear from the present inscription which records a gift of 
money received in two instances by the assembly of Talaichchangadu, first in the 36th 
year of‘ énaimel-tunjiyarulina’ Vijaya- R&jéndradeva and secondly in the 3rd year of 
Rajéndradiva. In this record the 3rd and 6th regual years of the king are quoted 
together at the beginning with other astronomical details. It must evidently be 
taken to mean that the order was made in the 3rd year but came into effect in the 
6th year of the king. The astronomical details point to A.D. 1057, June 20, 
Friday, as the date of the inscription. 


Vira-Rajendradéva is represented by a single record from Puñjai (N o. 190 
of 1925; dated in his 3rd year. This inscription states that a title deed belonging to 
i l a certain ‘liruvenkadudaiyan had been 
Vira-Rajéndradéva, lost after his death and that six of his 

relations paid 30 kúáse to get another. 


17. Most of the inscriptions of Kulöttunga I come from Tiruvaduturai and they 
point to the existence of a number of mathas in the locality where pilgrims and the 
destitute were fed. The following matias find mention in these fuscriptions viz., 
Tirunalavidangan-matha (No, 144 of 1925), Tiruvidi-matha (No. 147), Sivalóka-

another inseription (No. 145) from the same, village, we learn of a feeding house 
established in front the eastern gateway of the temple. All these mathas seem 
evidently to bave heen the precursors of the present maf^a iu the village. Loyalty 
to the king, sometimes found expression in feeding the learned in his name in those 
mathas. (ne such instance is furnished in No. 243 of 1925 where it is mentioned 
that Sivaydgins well versed in the Védas were fed in the Markandéyan-matham, for 
the welfare of the king. No. 61 of 1925 mentions tho king's throne called 
t Vanadhirigag? in the hall: Räjendrasölan’ in his palace at M ucdikondasölapuram.

studying medicine, grammar and Rápúvatara. We learn from No. 181 of 1925 that 
for growing betel leaves for the use of the goddess and for the maintenance of the 
gardeners growing the leaves, one Yäcbchiyan Sankaran Tiruehehirrambalam- 
Udaiyau alias Tennavau Brahmäräyan of Perumbarrappulivür and the temple 
authorities of Udaiyär Tirnchchirrambalam-Udaiyar approached and got their request 
for a grant of land sanctioned by the assembly of Talachehangädı in Äkkür-nädu 
which assembled iu the hall called * Mummudisolan- Pérambalam ’ (No. 181 of 1925). 
No. 239 from Tillaiyadi is dated in the 6th year of Vikrama-Chóla, and mentions the 
salt-pan called Aiturai alias Rajendrasolappéralam, the royalty obtained from which 
was directed to be utilized for the ardhayama service called Vikramasólan-$andi in the 
temple. Of names of places with historical significance in the records of Vikrama- 
Chola may be mentioned Agömallanai-irumadi-menkondasöla-chaturvadimangalam 
in Virudaräjabhayankara-valanädu and Pändi yanaikondagdlach-chaturvédimangalam 
a brahmadéya in Manni-nädu in Virudarájabhayankara-valanádu. 


A few records of about this period collected this year from Mé@laipperumballam 
show the practice of selling women to temples (Nos. 216-219 of 1925). Generally 
ladies volunteered their services to the 
temple in perpetuity. No. 76 of 1925 
gives a list of such servants attached to the matha of the god (at Kilaiyür). In 
No. 218 of 1925 we have an instance of a lady selling herself along with 6 of her 
sons and grand-children to the god Tiruvalampuram-Udaiyár at Talaichehangädu. 
In another inscription (No. 219 of 1925) we find a similar sale of herself by a lady 
along with some of her descendants. Such sale of persons to temples must not be 
taken to mean that these persons sold themselves or others merely for money, but 
that they dedicated their entire services to the temple for a small consideration. 
This is evident from the above-mentioned record where it isstated that 15 persons 
. were sold to the temple for the low amount of 30 käsu. 


19. Kulottunga IT is represented by two inscriptions, one of which (No. 183 of 


1925) begins with the introduction * Púmeévi-valara ? and the other (No. 232 of 1925) 
Kulöttusen II with the introduction * Púmagru-padumam ?, 
ee etc, The former dated in the 4th year of 


the king refers to the land-survey made in the 16th year (of his predecessor). This 
record is attested to by the revenue officers Ponnulän Talai-Näludaiyän, Ilaügárik- 
kudaiyän Pandan Nallürudaiyän, Tanjävür-kilavan and Vatkai-Udaiyan. The other 
inscription is a damaged one and mentions the hall called * Gangaikondasölan- 
Chaturälaı ’ where the assembly of the village was meeting. 


20, All the inscriptions of Räjaräja II come from Pallavaráyaupattai near 
Meyavaram, excepting‘Nos. 257 and 258 of 1925 from Tirukkadaıyür and No. 191 of 


1925 from Pufijai which is only a duplicate copy of No. 258 of 1925. Some of the 
inseriptions copied in this temple have 


iS tt been reviewed in my Annual Report for 
1924, page 103 where the active part takeu in the king’s affairs by Pallavarayar, the 
chief officer of the king, is mentioned at length. The large number of inscriptions 
particularly of this king in the temple at Pallavarayanpettal shows the bigh patronage 
that this temple received in the time of Rajaraja II. The chief Pallavaräyar appears 
again in No. 9 of 1925 conferring the accoun tantship in the temple of Räjarajis- 
varam-Udaiyär on a certain Tiruvindalür-udaiyän Tirukkälisvaram-udaiyän Adif t*] 
tadévan of Räjaräjan Kulattür. 

No. 257 of 1925 commences with the introduction * Pümaruviya-tirumddum dn 
etc, and is dated in the 14th year of the king. The inscription mentions that the 
assembly of Tirukkadaiyñr met iu tbe hall * Kulottungasolan. Tiruvedu itukatii’ m the 
temple of Kalakaladévar to censure the conduct of the ‚Hähesvaras who, besides 
wearing and distributing among themselves the red lilies (Ormsipér yarın) 
distinctly exhibited their leanings towards Vaishnavism. The assembly seeing this 
outrage resolved to confiscate the lands of the Mähësvaras in favour of the temple. 
The other inscripion of Rajaraja from Tirukkada y dr (No. 203 of 1925) is also dated 
in his 14th year giving full astronomical details which point to A.D. 1160, March 7, 
Monday as the date of the record. The new aud long introduction commeneing with

is here eulogised as “the very life of the people, the face of the gama the foremost 
in the three worlds and the jd ofthe three Tamils'. He also boasts of having 
received homage at the hands of several kings such as the Kannadar, Kalingar 
Tennavar, Singalar, Kaikavar, Konganar, Rüpakar, Kasikar, Kämbödar, alas 
. Kondalar, Pappalar, Päßchälar, Poppalar, [Püluvar), Ma! ddi Jrar, Märattar, Vattavar 
and Magadar. It is evident that this boast of the king cannot be taken literally, 
His queen is said to have belonged to the Maláda family. This inscription states 
that owing to the failure of water in the 14th year of the king, Len A.D. 1160 in the 
months of Avani and Purattási even one erop could not be raised and hence the 
assembiy of Talaichehangädu in Akkür-nadu resolved to convert the land into garden 
land for growing betel-leaves for the god at Tirukkadavür promising to pay the taxes 
on the land themselves to government on behalf of the temple in lieu of 300 kasu 
received by them. The document is signed by one member of the Adaippu-mudalı, by 
one member of the * Superintendents of lands ° (veli-näyakam) and by 44 members of 
the Kattapperumakkal including the madhyastha of the village. As a mola bene is 
added that this. record is also engraved on the walls of the tirumandapa of the 
god Kuttadudévar in the temple of Udaiyàr Tiruannipalli-Tdaiyär. This is evidently 
the one secured from Puñjai (No. 191 of 1925). 
21. Of the inscriptions of Rajädhiräja II, No. 188 of 1925 from Pufijai dated in 
Rajadbiraia IT “his 14th year deserves mention. It 
on states that in Kidärankondasöla-nallür, 
a hamlet of Talaichehangädu, 4 persons were en joying a plot of land called * Olikurai-. 
kollai ? which the temple trustees and the Mähösvaras had claimed as dévadüna and 
as such planted boundary stones. The ändärs (devotees) of the village rose in a body 
and charged these 4 people with having removed the (boundary) stones and to 
establish their claim over the land the Andar Tiruehchila- Veélazkkarar entered fire and 
ost their lives. The Mälaparushaiyar (owing perhaps tu such an unexpected turn of 
events) decreed the land under dispute in favour of the temple. Metallic images 
representing the tiruvélaikkirar were set up in the temple and arrangements were 
made for worship and offerings to these images, from the money received (as penalty) 
from the 4 persons mentioned above. 


_ No. 261 of 1925 is another inscription of the same king which refers to the help 
given to the Pandya king Kulasékhara against his riva] Vira-Páudya aud to the 
Chóla invasion of Ceylon. Owing to the fragmentary nature of the inseription the 
details are not elear. 


22. A record from Sambanärköyil dated in the 5+1st year of Kulóttunga (No. 171 
of 1925) refers to a perturbation in the 11th year perhaps of his predecessor Rajadhi- 
raja II. This perhaps refers to a confusion caused by the war of the Pandya sue-

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(seen) and set fire to the house of a Brahman called Arinäräyanan were both 
fined 1,000 Xagu. Since no one came to help such people, and since the ffine had 
somehow to be paid according to the royal order, their land was sold to the temple of 
Tirumadam-Udaiyär by the assembly of Tirurindalür for 1,060 £z£u including the 60 
kásu for default in the payment of fine. Such heavy penalties must bave acted as 
a healthy deterrent against the repetition of disturbance to the, peaceful life of the 
village. 

The record of Tribhuvanachakravartin Sdlakéraladéva (No. 75 of 1925) “who 
took Madurai, Karuvür, Ilam and the crowned head of the Pandya’ is to be attributed 
to Kulóttunga 111 on the identity of the conquests claimed for him. We have 
already met with a certain Solakéraladeva in records of previous years (Nos. 126 and 
Sölaköraladöva identical with Kulöttunga III. 327 of 1900 and No. 133 of 1906), 

f l where, however he appears without any 
distinguishing titles. He had been identified in Arzual Report for 1900, Part II, 
paragraph 21, with prince Sölakäraladeva mentioned in the Manimangalam inscription 
of Parakösarivarman alias Rajéndradéva as his son (South- Indian Inscriptions, Volume 
III, page 62). From an inscription at Karuvür we know that the province of 
Kongu was known as Sölak&rala-mandalam (South-Indian Inseriptions, Volume III, 
page 44). Itisnot clear whether tbe name assumed by the king in the present in- 
seription has anything to do with the province of Kongu. This record is dated in the 
28rd year of the king and gives astronomical details for calculation which work out 
correctly for A.D. 1200, July 17, Monday. 


23. A few inscriptions from Achyutamangalam in the Tanjore district are dated 
in the reigns of Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajéndradéva or Vira-Rajéndradéva (Nos. 393, 
399 and 403 of 1925). These and.other records of the place speak of the temple of 
Sómanithéévara as of recent origin having been constructed and endowed by a certain 
Svamidévar of the Radha country, who is clearly called in No. 402 of 1925 Srikantha- 
Sambhu a brother of Gósvámi Misra. The name * Svámidevar? reminds us of the 
royal preceptor Svamidévar of the Arpäkkam inscription (No. 20 of 1899) who was 
approached by Pallavaräyar to pray for the safety ot the latter’s son in the Ceylon 
wars during the reign of Rajádhirája II. It is therefore likely that the inscriptions 
have to be assigned to about this period and possibly to Kulöttunga III. The u/vari 
for No. 399 is signed by the royal Secretary Neriudaich-chöla-Müvendavelän 
Kaduvettigal. Kö-Perufjinga the feudatory of the Cholas who subsequently rebelled 
against the Chola yoke and imprisoned Räjaräja was a Käduretti. 

24, No. 213 of 1925 from Talaichchangädu refers to some calamities in the land in 

Raiaräia III the 5th,[11]th and 16th years of Rajaraja 
Dii ee III, in which the old registers and docn- 
ments were lost in the village. Perhaps these have reference to Räjaräja’s defeat 
and imprisonment by the Pallava Ko-Peruüjihga (Annual Report on Epigraphy for 
1923, page 97 and Epigraphia Indica, Volume VII, pages 1601f). The assembly of 
the village through Pillai Purösaikkudaiyär, Sattyavakkar Tiruvegembam-Udaiyar 
approached Pillai Séndamangalam-Udaiyar Sivadavanaperumäl alas Irungölar who 
directed the renewal of the title deeds (anubhogapparrolugu) in the names of those resi- 
dents who were in the enjoyment of the lands till the 18th year of the king. Judging 
from the names, the above-mentioned two persons appear to have been holding high 
positions in the state if they were not princes of the royal blood. 

Agriculture being the sole occupation of the people, irrigational facilities were 
zealously guarded by them. No. 406 of 1925 mentions that the villages Sómanátha- 
mangalam and Sdmanatha-chaturvédimangalam were irrigated from Mudikondasölap- 
pöräru. The village of Sidakkamangalain intervened for a share and in the quarrel 
that ensued one Rajarajappéraiyay was punished by mistake and for the wrong 
punishment meted out to him, his son Edirl&ppérararyan was given land as 
Udirappatti in the 39th year of Periyadévar (i.e.) Kulottubga HI, In the present 
record Edirilappëraraiyan applies for and gets certain concessions owing to the 
unproductiveness of the land. 


From No. 358 of 1925 we learn that in the time of Rajaraja IIT, Pingala-nädu 
in Palkunra-köttem, a distriet of Jayangondasöla-mandalam was in charge of 
Nilaivitta-Perumàn Arasaganäyan alias Kulöttungasöla-Pirudurigangar. We 
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are already familiar with a chief named Söman Tiruvannámalai-Udaiyan alias 
Kulöttungasola-Pirudigangan in the time of Kulöttunge III (No. 516 of 1902). It 
is not unlikely that the chief is identical with the one mentioned in this year’s 
collection. The record under reference makes mention of a certain Valiyirundán 
alias Tondaiman, a sámanta of Kulöttungasöla-Piruduvigangar who constructed a 
mandapa in the Phalagrahéévara temple at Palanköyil for the welfare of his master. 


25. Two inscriptions of Rajéndra-Choladeva HI throw some light on the method 
of collecting the taxes in the 13th century. No. 336 of 1925 dated in the 28th year 
of the king states that a certain Attirayan Mahädeva-Bhattar of Suttavalli-nallür 
Sslanukka-nallür, a hamlet of Suttavallich-chaturvédimangalam had gone away to 
Pändimandalam and subsequently died there leaving his rent in arrears for over 10 
years. Since there was no heir to represent him and to pay the taxes on his be- 
half, the assembly of the village, afraid of the stigma that, would be attached to an 

Da; Cho by the non-collection of the dues, sold the 

UNOS defaulters’ land for 4,000 käsu and met 
the demand. From the other record (No. 339 of 1925) we learn that owing to the 
imposition of the taxes pogvari, anturäyam and köyirramapperu on the devadäna 
lands, no tenant came forward to cultivate them and as a consequence the temple 
fell into disrepair and worsbip in the temple stopped. The chief Kalappälan there- 
upon remitted the taxes and resumed worsbip in the temple. This Kalappälan 
seems to have transferred his allegiance later on to the Pändyas, for we find him 
issuing an order in the 8th year of Jatävarman Sundara-Pándya I (ie.)in A.D. 
1258-9 (No. 297 of nn) Since the present recurd is also dated in the same year, 
it must be supposed that he changed his master in A.D. 1258-9. j

26.. No. 229 of 1925 copied at Akkür in the Mayavaram taluk, Tanjore district 
is the only inscription in the year's collection belonging to the times of the later 
Pallava king Sakalabhuvanachakravartin Kó-Perufijiigadeva. The record bears no 

| date but states that during the regime 

Ko-Perufijingadéva. of Ko-Perufijingadéva a certain Alagiya- 

o . . , . Pallavar alias Virapratápar kept the 

Hoysalas in confinement and levied tribute from the Pándyas. He returned to the 

Chola country again and went along the southern bank of the Käväri towards the 

east, visiting all the sacred places. He also made tax-free all lands belonging to the 

temples and conducted the necessary repairs to them. He camped at a village 

(name lost) in Jayangondaéola- valanadu and observed that the tenants had mi vated 

from the villages leaving their lands waste probably owing to heavy fees and 
their inability to pay them.

27. All the records af the Pandya kings secured this year come from the Tanjore 
district. The earliest record is perhaps the one from Tirukkadaiyúr (No. 247 of 
1925), without the specific name of the king. In this inscription the king assumes 
only the title Tribhuvanachakravartin Konérinmaikondan, but from the provision 
made for the Kulaéékharan-fandi called 
after the name of the king and the 
mention of Kälingaräyar, it is to be attributed to Jatävarman Kulasékhara I, who 
came to the throne in 1190 A.D. The importance of this record lies in the fact that 
it gives the nakshatra Mola in the month of Anias the natal star of the king. Toa 
later king must be attributed the record from Akkür (No. 230 of 1325) wherein 
Kappalür-udaıyär Udaiyapillai alias Vänädaräyar is stated to have built the Vishnu 
temple in the village for the welfare of Perumal Kulasékhara. Since no date is 
given in the record, it 1$ not possible to identify this king.

28. Next in chronological order comes the record of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Konérinmaikondán from Tiruväduturai (No. 154 of 1925) making provision for the 
Vikrama-Pandyan-sandi instituted after the name of the king in the temple. From

yarman Vikrama-Pandyadéva who ascended the throne in A.D. 1283. This record 
gives Hasta as the star under which the king was born.

30. Nextin chronological order is the set of copper-plates of the Maharaja Hari- 
hara II, kindly lent to the office by Mr. V. B. Alur, B.A., LL.B., editor of the ‘ Jayakarná- 
taka’, Dharwar. It is dated in tbe year Siddhärthi corresponding to Saka 1301, 
Jyéshtha, šu, paurnamisi, Tuesday (= A.D. 1379, May 31, Tuesday). The inscription

which comprised on the whole 66 villages and which was situated in the Toragallu- 
nádu in the Lakkundeya-Vénthe, a sub-division of Pampä-Hastinävati (Hampi), to 
the gods Tryambaka and Viranäräyana of Gadag which was otherwise known as 
Kratupura. The control of the two temples was vested in Sammanächärya, a 
Brahman of the Kasyapa-gótra, and the Bodbayana-Sétra and who was the Sēna- 
baga (accounts officer) of the Gadag-désa. For managing the temples Sammanä- 
chärya was given two out of the 22 villages and 1/20 share in each of the other 
villages. The grant was made at the capital city Vijayanagara in the presence of the

Udaiyar a brother of this Virüpäksha has an inscription at Achyutamangalam dated in 
Saka 1326, which records certam privileges in the temple granted to a private indivi- 
dual for setting up some images in the temple. The only other inscription of the first 
dynasty copied in the year is No. 270 of 1925 which is said to belong to Vira Prau- 
dhadé varava-Maharaya, son of Virapratápa Davaráya-Maháráva, and is dated in Saka 
1877 Yuva. The king mentioned in the epigraph 1s no other than Mallikárjuna who 
is known from inscriptions to have been the son of Dévaraya II. In the inscription 
under uotice he is given the title ‘ Gajavéttaikandaruliya’ (who institated the 
elephant hunt).

The iuseription narrates how three residents 
of the * illage, Aditta-Bhattan Kariyamauikka-)hatian, Pukkaduraivalla-Sólabrahinà- 
ráyan, and Kariyamäuikka-Bhattar Ávatsaháyar interviewed Krishnuráya at 
Vijayanagara and got the order ratified. These villages seein to extend the limits 
of the country in which these were situtated far beyond the boundaries specified in 
the inseriptions of the king at Séndamahgalam (Annual Report for 1008, page 6, 
paragraph. 16). Of these enterprising citizens of Tirukkadaiyúr. Àpatsahüyar is 
alread y familiar to us from No. 47 ot 1906 as a Brahman who made some endow- 
ments for the repairs of the temple at Kadavür. Apafsahäya is there said to have 
pleased Krishuaräya by his warlike deeds at Irächchür (Raichur ?jand Vijayanagara. 


33. The earliest inseription of Achyutaraya of the year is that engraved on the 
Kadaladi plates (No. 14 of App. A, which has already been published in Epiyraphia 
Indica, Volume XIV, pages 310 to 323. Itis of interest to note here that among the 
donees of the inscription appears Bämä-Bhatta, son of Bhütanätha Chitti-Bhatta, as 
the recipient of only a small sbare prob- 
ably in his capacity as a scholar (donee 
No. 24, Jbid page 314). He is identical with the famous general and Viceroy of 
Acbyutaraya of whom a short account is given on page 113 of my report for 1924. 


Achyotaráya. 


Nos. 302 and 303 of 1925 from the villages Hulikunta and Chikkakeriyäginaballı, 
both dated in Saka 1461 in the reign of „Achyuta, recount the charities of 
Bavakára Rámappayya, the minister of the king and Viceroy of Kondavidu. These 
are copies of several inscriptions in the Bellary district already secured ja previous 
years (Nos. 464, 514 and 517 of 1914; Nos. 300—303 and 306—307 of 1918). 
An account of the chief as gathered from these inscriptions has heen given in the 
Annual Report for 1915, part Il, paragraph 91 and for 191%, part 2, paragraph 44). 

An inscription ia Telugu verse in his 

Tlis minister Bayakhın Bamappayys: praise has been copied at Kondavidu 
(No. 445 of J 915) , another in Telugu and Sanskrit verse recounting his and his 
sister Chinnamämbä’s charities was copied at Vankäyalapädu (No. 422 of 1915). It 
may be of interest to learn from the Senramélakalanidhi that Rämayämätya was the 
daughter's son of Tödaramalla Kallinätha, fhe commentator of Sarangadéva’s 
San,itaratnakara and the protege of Mallikarjuna Praudhadevaräya. 

34. A set of copper-plates (No. 12 of Appendix A) from Sriperumbudür belongs 
to Sadásivaráya and is dated in the Saka year 1477. It registers the grant by the 
king, of the village Tirumimkuppam also called Chinnatimmarajapura, in the 
Chandragiri-räjya to the Vedic scholar Purushöttama-Bhatta of the Gautama-yóbra 
and tbe Äsraläyuna-sätra who was the son of Tirumala-Bhatta and erandson of 
Nandi-Bhatta of the Jonnalagadda family. The seholarly achievements of the donee 
are highly praised. From the name the donee appears to have been a Telugu 
Br an it is not known how the plates have found their Way to the Vaishnava 
temple at Sriperümbudür since the donee 
Sadasivaräya. does not appear to have had any connection 
It is possible that the village granted was later on sold or in some 
d to the temple along with the plates.

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Vengalämbäsamudra, for the maintenance of the Rämädıküta (mistake for Rämäuuja- 
küta) for feeding the Sri-Vaishnavas on certain festival occasions and for. the 
maintenance of a garden made by 
Vengalämbä, the queen of  Tirumala. 
The emperor Sriranga is said to have 
made the grant at the request of the $ri-Vaishnava lady Tirumalanambi Srirangama 
who was famous for her piety. The first portion of the name of this lady Tirumala- 
nambi was the name of Srißällapürna, the maternal uncle of the teacher Rämänuja, 
of whom the Sri-Vaishnava religious teachers called the Tätächäryas were the 
descendants. From her name the lady appears to have been born in that family or 
was a disciple of his descendants among the Tätächäryas. It is already known 
that the royal family of Vijayanagar was converted to Sri-Vaishnavaism sinco the 
time of Krishnaräya as is evidenced by his Telugu poem Amuktamélyada. The 
grant made in this plate and the interesting information afforded that the-old queen 
Vengalambä, wife of Tirumala and mother of the emperor Sıiranga, was making 
magnificent grants at the temple dedicated to Rämänuja at the instance of a 
Vaishnava lady show the personal religious ieanings of the royal family of Vijayanagar 
at this period.

MADURA NAYAKAS. 


36. No, 18 of Appendix A isa copper-plate grant belonging to the temple at Sri- 
perumbudür and registers a grant by Vijayaranga-Chokkanatha-Naéyaka of Madura 
while Rájadbirája Fàjaparamé$vara Sri-Virapratàpa Venkatadava-Malárája was 
ruling from his jewelled throne at Ghanagiri-nagara, and is dated in Saka 163(9], 
Hévilambi (A.D. 1717). Venkatadeva-Mahäräja mentioned in the present inscription 
£ = xil appears to be the same as the king who 

Vajtyarebgaetbaekeustow is represented in No. 4 of Appendix A 
of 1915 dated Saka 1630 and in No. 717 of 1922, dated Saka 1612, where the same 
Chokkanatha-Nayaka makes the grant of the village in favour of the Sankarächärya- 
matha at Gajáranyakshétra, and in C.P. No. 3 of 1911 wherein queen Mangammál 
the predecessor of the donor of the present inscription, makes a grant in favour of a 
feeding house. , At the time when this copper-plate was engraved the allegiance 
which the Nàyaka ruler of Madura paid to the Vijayanagar emperor appears to have 
been merely nominal. ) 

The doneo in the present inscription is a certain Yatiräjasvämi of Sriperumbu- 
dir who was a Senydsi of the Srivaishnava faith and is given the titles Védamarga- 
pratishthäpanächärya, Tbhayavedäniächärya and Paramahamsa-parivräjakächärya. 
Even at the present day the hereditary trustee of the Sriperumbudür temple has all 
the above titles, and is called Yatiräjasvä- 
min or Yatiräja-Jiyar although: he is not a 
Sanyási. It is explained by the people that the last Yatiräja-Jiyar who was the 
trustee of the temple handed over the management of the temple with all its attendant 
honours to his son without ordaining him a Sanyasi and his descendants continue to 
enjoy the same honours. This family has gota large number of disciples in the 
Tamil districts of Trichinopoly and Madura even now, and ıt is possible that their 
prevalence in these regions might date from the time of the present grant. 


Vijayaranga-Chokkanatha was of a religious bent of mind and was also a patron 
of letters. He is known to have encouraged the writing of several works, as for 
. example, the Telugu poem Térasasankavijayamu., Statues of this ruler with the 
several members of his family are preserved in the Srirangam temple and his charities 
extended far and wide. The Vyásaraya- 
matha of Sósale in the Mysore State was 
also a recipient of a grant by this king (Mysore Archaeological Report for 1912, page 


55).

TANJORE NAYAKAS. 


87. There are a few inscriptions of the Tanjore Nayakas collected this year. 
This family owed its rise to the relationship of its first prominent member Sevvappa- 
Näyaka by ties of marriage with the Vijayanagar emperor Achyutaraya, Sevvappa’s 
d wife Mürtimämbä being the younger 
sister of Tirumalámba, one of the queens 
of Achyuta. Local chronicles state that before the Näyaka rule, the principality of

Of the two inscriptions of Sevvappa-Nayaka Nos, 27 and 72 of 1925, the latter 
is dated in the reign of Sadasivaráya. Of the three inscriptions of his son and guo- 
: RN cessor Achyutappa-Näyaka (Nos. 28, 

His son Achrutappa-Näyaka. 163 and 164 of 1925), No. 163 records the 
construction ofthe temple of Turaikkättu-Tambiränär partly by the king out of the- 
palace funds and partly out of private donations by a certain Valiyadumai. No, 164 
from the same temple records the additions made to that temple by one Ditchata- 
Ayyan who is evidently identical with Gövinda-Dikshita, the minister of the two 
rulers Achyuta and Raghunatha. He was famous not only as a great statesman and 
minister but also as one of the foremost Sanskrit scholars of his time. 

38. Two inscriptions of Achyutappa’s successor Raghunatha (Nos. 479 and 381 
of 1925) are both dated in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Venkatapatiraya, 

: Navak The poems Sähltyaratnäkara of Yajta- 
eri e A näräyana-Dikshita and  Raghumatha- 
bhyudayam of Ramabhadramba mention that Achyutappa-Nayaka abdicated his. 
throne in favour of his son Raghunätha after the death of king Venkatapati I and 
during the revolt of several of the relatives of the king and the viceroys under the 
general Jaggaräya against Sriranga-Chikkaräya, the successor of Venkatapati. But 
the two inscriptions under notice are dated in the reign of Venkatapatiräya himself. 
It seems from this that even during the time of Venkatapati, Raghunätha-Näyaka was 
ruling as governor. It deserves to be noted however that Tiruvannamalai, from the 
vicinity of which these two records have been secured, is situated far away from the 
Tanjore territory. In the extracts from the S4kztyaratrákara mentioned above which 
are published in the‘ History of the Tanjore Näyuka princes ? by Pandit T. S. Kuppu- 
swami Sastri reference is made to the building of the big göpura and of a fresh-water 
pond in the temple at Tiruvannamalai by Chinna-Chevva. No. 710 of 1904, from 
Nedungunam in the North Arcot district, which is dated in the reign of Venkata- 
pati records a gift by Acbyutappa. From Nos. 705 and 706 of 1904 it is also learnt 
that Raghunätha-Näyaka had his agents at Nedungunam. Besides No. 379 copied 
in this year from Narattampiindi of the Tiruvannämalai taluk and dated in the reign of 
Venkatapati refers to the agent of Raghunätha. It may therefore be supposed that 
the Nayakas of Tanjore had some interest in Tiruvannamalai and its neighbourhood. 
No. 72 noticed above seems to inform us definitely that Sevvappa hailed from 
Nedungunram. Itis also likely that Raghunátha was a governor under Venkata 
in some portons of the North and South Arcot districts while his father was 
ruling at Tanjore. The Raghunäthäbhyudayam also says that during the reign 
of Venkatapatiräya, Raghunätha’s help was sought by the emperor against his. 
Mubammadan enemies from the north who besieged his capital Penukonda and that 
with his help the emperor was able to drive them out. |

41. Two inscriptions of Sakalalökachakravartin Räjanäräyanan (Nos. 364 and 
386 of 1925) come one from Palankóyil (North Arcot district) and the other from 
Puliyapür (South Arcot). No. 386 
is dated in the 4th year of the king 
with ¿he astronomical details for calculation which yield A.D. 1859, November 
6, Wednesday, as the date of the record. The paleography of the inseription also 
points clearly to the 14th century as its period. From inscriptions Nos. 30 of 1890 
and 42 of 1900 we know of a certain Sakalalókachakravartin Rajanárávanan who 
came to the throne in A.D. 1337-33. His fourth year would be A.D. 1341-42 for 
which, however, the astronomical details of our present record do not work out 
correctly. In the absence of interna] evidence in the present inscription and judging 
wholly from the date given in the record, we have to differentiate this king from his 
name-suke who came to the throne in A.D. 1337-38,

42. At Närattampüundi in the North Arcot district have been copied a number 
of inscriptions (Nos. 367 to 374 of 1925) in Sanskrit and Tamil verses praising the 
liberality, heroism and greatness of the chief of Magadha called Ponparappinan 
Magadaipperumäl. The surnames 
Magadaipperumäl, Magadésan, Magadan 
and Magadai-Nada]van appear in inseriptions along with the names Vänadiväkaran, 
Vanakévaraiyan or Vänarpirän, and in a few cases, along with the name 
Räjaräja. The division over which the Magadha chief ruled was called Magadai or 
Magadai-mandalum, also known as Nadu-nadn or Perumbanappaci and comprised 
roughly the present South Arcot and Salem districts and a portion of the North Arcot 
district. This chief was subordinate to the Chéla king Kulóttunga III (Nos, 532 and 
557 of 1902) and later on to Pernfijingadäva (No. 159 of 1906). He appears to have 
been the descendent of the Banas who were uprooted by the Chola sovereign Parän- 
taka I and who fled in two batches one to the Telugu country and the other to the 
country on the banks of the Pennar which they called Vanagappadi (dnnual Report 
for 1906, Part II, paragraph 46). The title Ponparappinan is first borne by 
Rajarajadévan Ponparappinan alas Vanakóváraivan of Aragalür in a record of 
Kulöttunga III (Nos. 532 and 557 of 1902) and seems to have been assumed by him 
after his pious act of gilding the central shrine of the temple at Tiruvannamalai 
(No. 557 of 1902). 

Nos. 372 to 374 of 1925 copied this year are only repetitions of the epigraphs 
already secured from Tiravannamalai praising the Magadha chief ‘ who took Kanchi 
and Vañji?. From this record we learn that, besides this conquest of Vañji, he 
repulsed the Pändyas, defeated and killed Vangäratungan and invaded the V adu- 
gar and destroved them completely. He was called ‘ Vanan of the high chariot’ 
before whom all his enemies fled in panic (No. 373 of 1925). He was reputed for 
his learning and his benevolent administration. In noue of the inseriptions of this 
year’s collection is given the name of his overlord.

have also served as a light-house in those days (Tanjore Gazetteer, page 259). The 
word Manöra means in Hindustani a flag-staff. Even now one or two pieces of 
wood are seen projecting from the tower showing the place where the flagstaff was 
made to rest. Itmay fairly be assumed that Maharaja Sarföji soon after the comple- 
tion of tbe tower had the British flag hoisted up on the top of the tower, The 
bexagonal tower is surrounded by a moat and rampart walls resembling a miniature 
fort with a draw-bridge over the moat. Accommodation is provided for a good 
number of officers, soldiers and private servants. Wach of the storey of the tower 
affords fair accommodation. Inside the draw-bridge gate on either side there are 


wooden racks fixed into the wall with rests for 32 muskets respectively. It is thus
